T. V. SOONG to America as his private emissary, thus covering his wife's 
mission to Moscow, which was to see Stalin and inform him of her husband's 
desire to trade Manchuria for peace. I'm sure that Mme. CHIANG went to 
HMescow for three reasons: I got the information from a very reliable 
source; Mme. CHIANG is ambitious and courageous enough to do such a 

thing; and it is an opportune time for the Generalissimo and his wife 

to regain their popularity, which they must do soon to maintain their 
present postion." 
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
